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APPLICANT HEREBY PETITIONS FOR REVIVAL OF THIS APPLICATION 

1 . Applicant claims small entity status. Therefore, the petition 
fee under 37 CFR 1 ,17(m) is $750.00. A check in the amount of the petition fee 
is enclosed. 

2. The required reply to the above-noted Notice of Allowance 
and Fee(s) Due in the form of the issue fee of $700.00 is enclosed herewith. 
Specifically, a check in the amount of the issue fee is enclosed. A newly 
completed Fee(s) Transmittal form is also enclosed. 

3. Since this utility application was filed on or after June 8, 
1995, no terminal disclaimer is required.

Mr. Campbell 
told Mr. Lessard that there was a problem with the issuance of the patent and 
that there would be an additional cost to rectify the problem. On May 15, 2007, 
Mr. Lessard contacted the undersigned and requested assistance with this 
matter. The undersigned spoke by telephone with Mr. Campbell on May 15, 
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2007, and Mr. Campbell confirmed that the application had become abandoned. 
On May 21, 2007, a letter signed by Mr. Lessard requesting that his patent file be 
transferred to the undersigned was e-mailed to Mr. Campbell. Having not 
received the file, the undersigned sent an e-mail message to Mr. Campbell on 
June 22, 2007 requesting Mr. Lessard's file. Having still not received the file, the 
undersigned contacted Mr. Campbell by telephone on August 14, 2007. Later 
that day, Mr. Campbell forwarded an electronic copy of the file to the 
undersigned. This petition is now being submitted promptly after receiving the
